We 
stand against a common enemy, oppression, embodied all around us 
by the falwells and the reagans and the madison avenue slogans thrown 
at us on the TV and in the mainstream press, and it is perhaps through 
.our mutual feelings of contempt for the system that we will find the 
.deeper threads of commonality between us, the positive force that will 
make our local scenes happen, that will ignite and inspire one another 
to create and build, knowing all the time that in the face of censorship 
and fundamentalism we must unite in order to survive. Jello Biafra's tri 
-might only be the beginning of a great cause for the once complacent 
.artist to rally behind something that affects all of us- the right to 
say what we want to, to comment on our government freely without fear 
of reprisal or bombing of our offices by rightist killers fresh from 
the abortion clinix of amerika. I know this all sounds terribly 
preachy but i'm not a preacher just a guy like anyone else who notices 
a change coming on, since hardcore has effectively died as a movement, 
does not speak for people anymore, and only serves to mask the real 
issues we must deal with if we are to survive as a free people, whatever
